Timothy Kopf, orchestra’s new conductor, used various learn- 
ing techniques, including an exercise using disco music with 
improvisation. 

“Mr. Kopf brings a lot of energy to the orchestra. He helps indi- 
vidual players and encourages them to play musically,” said 
senior Dennis Marrell. “With his knowledge, he demonstrates tech- 
nique and style on his violin.

The bus buzzes of 
people rehearsing for 
their events and catch- 
ing up on news. 

Since there are 1 1 different 
speech events and three debate 
events, few are saying the same 
thing. I find myself trying to block 
out the noise and concentrate on 
my own event.

Once the team arrives at the 
host school, we receive our own 
schedule of the day and we break 
up to find the location of our first 
event. 

The first round begins at 8 
a.m.; I perform in front of a judge, 
and about five other contestants. 
The second and third events are 
the same. 

After I attempt to eat 
the cafeteria food for 
lunch, I check the wall 
to see if I made final 
rounds. 

“Yes!” I recognize 
my name listed as a 
final qualifier. 

As I head to the 
classroom for my 
12:30 event, 1 notice 
other students aren’t 
competing in finals. 

It’s 3 p.m., the com- 
petitions are over, and 
we head off to the 
awards presentation. “Wow!” 1 
won a blue ribbon, and so did the 
other seven top finalists. We 
arrive back about 5 p.m. I’m tired, 
but ready to practice all week, 
and do this all over again next 
Saturday.

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A Taste of 
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Boarding his plane bound for 
Germany, senior Dennis Marrell 
waved goodbye to his family, 
whom he would not see for an 
entire year. Marrell lived with 
three German families in two sep- 
arate cities to experience many 
different German lifestyles. 

Marrell experienced both rural 
and urban living. Linen, 
the first town Marrell 
visited, has a popula- 
tion of 8,000 people. In 
Munster, where he 
spent the remainder of 
his trip, 250,000 peo- 
ple live in the city. 

Marrell returned to 
Valparaiso to complete 
high school as a fifth 
year senior, much more 
aware of the differences 
between the Gnited 
States and Germany. 

“German mentality is so differ- 
ent than that of Americans, espe- 
cially in the environmental area,” 
said Marrell. He explained that 
while VHS parking lots are packed 
with cars every morning, German 
students walk, bike, or take public 
transportation to school. Many of 
the streets in town do not even 
allow cars. 



Schools in Germany vary con- 
siderably from the American 
school system. “German schools 
are so much more relaxed and lib- 
eral with the students,” said Mar- 
rell. “There were no student ID’s, 
and hardly any rules at all.” 

The students were allowed to 
leave school for lunch, and a 15 
minute break is given between 
classes. School was in session 
from 8 a.m. to 1 p.m., Monday 
through Friday, and every other 
Saturday. Marrell said 
German teachers treat- 
ed the students more 
like adults, and in return 
the students acted 
accordingly; therefore 
there was not the 
extreme need for disci- 
pline as we have here 
such as expension, and 
expulsion. 

In general, the atti- 
tude toward Americans 
is that we are “wasteful, 
stupid, and we pollute 
our environment too much,” said 
Marrell. On the other hand, Ger- 
man students also feel we are 
“cool, and have more freedom 
than they do,” said Marrell. “There 
are more foreign students wanting 
to attend school in the states than 
there are American students 
wanting to attend foreign 
schools,” said Marrell.

I always try 
to surround myself with people of the 
same stability. I also don’t see the 


point in getting yourself so upset and 
letting your emotions ruin your life,” 
said junior Arthi Nallari.

Like Wild Fire 

Rumors Spread Fast

PURPOSE: To determine the 
rate at which a rumor spreads at 
VHS. 

MATERIALS: One juicy rumor. 
Make sure the rumor is something 
that will affect the audience you 
are trying to reach. In this case, 
the rumor was “Because of the 
problem with the dress code this 
year, the school is going to make 
the students wear uniforms next 
year.” 

METHODS: After choosing a 
rumor, the first step is to tell 
everyone. Before you know it, one 
person has told another and 
another ... After about a week, 
randomly survey the student pop- 
ulation and see the end results. 

DATA: After spreading the 


rumor for about a week, 70 
students were asked if they 
had heard the rumor. Of that 
70, 48 percent had heard 
about it. Of the students who 
had heard about it, 44 percent 
were freshmen, 18 percent 
were sophomores, 15 percent 
were juniors, and 23 percent 
were seniors. 

CONCLUSION: If an inter- 
esting enough rumor is started, 
most of the population at VHS 
will hear about it at a rate of 
about 7 percent of the students 
a day. Perhaps the most 
rewarding thing about starting 
a rumor was being able to hear 
people, in sometimes heated 
debate, talk about the rumor.

As teachers walk into a class- 
room they cringe, not knowing 
what they can do to control mis- 
behaving students.
